President Mitch­ 
ell is at New York to meet anthracite 
operators In a final effort to arrive at 
an agreement. 
Vice President Lewis 
is in Ohio directing the strike in that 
state. 
Secretary Treasurer W ilson Is 
at Clearfield, Pa., attending the Joint 
conference of the Central Pennsylva­ 
nia district. 
Feeling at national headquarters of 
m iners concerning the situation in the 
bitum inous coal fields is hopeful. 
It 
was known th at the Pittsburg Coal 
company would sign the scale, and it 
was thought many independent opera­ 
tors would do likewise. 
Advices 
from 
Philadelphia stated 
that firemen, engineers and pumpmen, 
who are not affected by the coal strike, 
reported for work as usual in the Penn­ 
sylvania district, but it was apparent 
that the scores of empty cars which 
have been hurried to the collieries will 
not be needed unless President Michell 
and the coal presidents reach an agree­ 
m ent 
That a great many miners believe a 
strike is imminent and there will be a 
bitter struggle between workran and 
employers was evidenced by the de­ 
parture Sunday and Monday of scored 
of miners from the Schuylkill region. 
The majority of these men are foreign­ 
ers. who go to their homes in Europe, 
and there will aw ait the outcom e of 
the pending strike. 
In the Lackawan­ 
na district there was a feeling among 
the more conservatie m iners th at an 
agreem ent

New York conference, but others are 
less hopeful and are prepared for a 
long siege.

Chicago, April 2.—At a m eeting of 
1,000 adherents of the C hristian Cath­ 
olic church at Zion City Sunday, of 
which John Alexander Dowle Is the 
founder and first apostle, Dowie’s au­ 
thority was repudiated and 
W ilber 
Glenn Voliva, who for some tim e has 
been conducting the 
affairs 
of the 
church, elected in his stead. 
Mrs. 
Dowie also repudiated her husband, 
and their son, Gladstone Dowie, cast 
his lot with his m other and the new 
leader, Voliva 
Most of the officials of the church 
were present at the meeting and many 
of them denounced Dowia as having 
deceived the people and wasted their 
money in extravagance. 
The meet­ 
ing, however, refused to hold th a t he 
had knowingly erred, and John G. 
Speicher, the former overseer and once 
second in command, who was recently 
deposed, declared Dowie to be insane. 
Mrs. Dowle, in her address also upheld 
that declaration. 
The casting off of 
the authority of John Alexander Dowie 
followed the receipt Sunday of an 80- 
word telegram from the first apostle, 
who is in Mexico, in which he per­ 
em ptorily ordered the discharge of 
Deacon Alexander Grainger, financial 
m anager of Zion, who has been most 
aggressive In an effort to place the 
affairs of the church on a secure foun­ 
dation. 
Dowie aj^o announced that 
a letter would follow in which other 
officials are named for deposition. 
A meeting of the Zion council of 
twelve followed im mediately and It 
was decided to place the affairs of the 
church before the mem bers to settle 
the question of leadership. 
The m eet­ 
ing was held in the afternoon and 
Overseer Voliva read the long tele­ 
gram from Dowie. 
A few faint efforts 
at applause after the reading were 
followed by a storm of cheers for the 
new leader as he advanced to the 
front of the platform , 
h e invited Dr. 
sspei< her. the form er overseer, to come 
to the platform . 
Voliva then, amid 
dead silence, announced th at he re* 


of the authority of Dowie. 
The rom- 
J pletion of Dowie’s overthrow as a 
i leader followed Immediately. 
One af­ 
ter another, John G. Speicher, Mrs. 
Jane Dowle. wife of the first apostle, 
beacon Verger of Cincinnati, Overseer 
P. E. Cantel and others, denounced 
and repudiated the authority and lead­ 
ership of te founder of the church. 
Although Dowie's authority In the 
church 
has 
thus been 
repudiated, 
scores of the industries and hom es of 
Zion City stand upon land the titles 
to which are in Dowie’s name. 
W ilbur Glenn Voliva was born in 
Indiana in 1870 and has been in the 
m inistry of the church since 1889. He 
was ordained an overseer in 1901 and 
soon afterw ard was sent to A ustralia.

STEAMBOATS STOP. 


Landings on Alabama and Tombigbee 
Rivers Under Water. 
Mobile. April 2.—Situation in Ala­ 
bam a and Tombigbee river towns have 
become so serious that steam boats, ow­ 
ing to high w ater at landings, cannot 
reach them. 
For 160 miles above Mo­ 
bile landings are under water. 
One 
qteamboatxbgkqcjmfwypvbgkqjVfc 
steam er is tied up at Claiborne, on the 
Alabama river, w ithout fuel to keep up 
steam . The flood has reached the pro­ 
portions of the disastrous overflow of 
1871, when both rivers reached stages 
never before known. Cattle are starv ­ 
ing. 
With full cargoes steam ers are 
being held here ready to be rushed up 
the rivers when the w aters recede. 
Over one hundred miles above Mobile 
is now under w ater several feet deep, 
and still rising Monday. 
Since S atu r­ 
day the overflow extended about fifty 
miles. 
The situation is gloomy and 
crops will be delayed for weeks. There 
is no way of estim ating the damage. 
Only one or two losses of hum an life 
have been reported so far.

ALMOST A FARCE. 


Workmen Had Nothing to Do With 
Elections in Many Districts. 
St. Petersburg, April 2.—In the elec­ 
tions of workmen within the limit of 
St. Petersburg proper, held 
Sunday, 
preceding elections to municipal con­ 
vention here, which in turn will elect 
six members of the lower house of I 
parliament, the balloting of workmen j 
wast almost as complete a farce as J 
were the elections of a fortnight ago 
in the bigger factories outside the city. 
Latter’s representatives participate In ; 
the provincial convention and the 
I 
former take part in the St. Petersburg 
municipal convention. 
Out of sixty- 
seven establishments the workmen of 
twenty-nine boycotted the 
elections, 
and of the remainder only a minority 
voted, and those elected wer about one- 
half constitutional Democrats and the 
other half Conservatives or members 
of the “Black Hand,’’ as they are now 
popularly termed. One man elected is 
now in prison and another declined to 
accept an election for fear It would 
subject him to persecution. M. Ousha- 
kegg, one of the delegates chosen. Is 
superintendent, of the state printing 
office and chief of the Indepndnt Work­ 
men’s party, which, like the famous 
ZubatofT organization, is considered to 
be a creature of the ministry of the in­ 
terior. Delegates of workmen outside 
of the city, who had previously been 
elected, simply went through the form 
of selecting candidates for the provin­ 
cial convention. 
A number of them 
have been arrested since the elections 
and only sevnty-two appeared at the 
meting. They chose four Progressives 
and four Conservatives.

Philippine Public Schools Will Have 
Over One Hundred New Teachers. 
Washington. April 2.—One hundred 
and twelve new American teachers 
will begin work in the Philippine pub­ 
lic schools when the next session opens 
June IO. These teachers are IOO men 
and twelve women. 
The latter are 
either the wives, sisters or fiancees of 
the men who go to the Islands to teach 
or are already employed In insular 
schools. 
Hardships in remote prov­ 
inces proved too much 
for 
women 
teachers, and consequently few women 
are being employed at present, and 
great care is taken not to send them 
where they do not have relatives and 
frinds. None of the new teachers are 
mor than forty years old, and most of 
them are much younger. 
Young col­ 
lege men form a considerable part of 
the force of new teachers. 
All agree 
to remain Jn the islands for two years 
In the government service. 


IDE INAUGURATED. 


Governor General Lays Stress on Ar- 
ricultural Development. 
Manila, April 2.—The inaugural cer­ 
emonies in connection with the in­ 
duction of Henry C. Ide into the office 
of -overnor general took place today 
with civic and military display. 
Three thousand troops of all arms at­ 
tended 
in th* 
marble 
hall of the 
Ayumentamiento, the 
official 
home 
of the governor general, which was 
thronged with thousands of citizens 
of all classes and Captain Shimamura 
and staff of the Japanese navy add­ 
ed brilliancy to the impressive scene. 
The cath of office was administered 
by Chief Justice Arellano of the sn 
preme court. 
In his inaugural address Governor 
General Ide said: 
“The policies of 
President McKinley, President Roose 
velt and Secretary of War Taft will 
be our policy. 
The Philippines must 
be the Philippines for th# Filipinos. 
This duty we have assumed. The tar­ 
iff barriers existing between the home 
country and our islands will be brok­ 
en down.” 
He laid great stress of the possi­ 
bility of advancing agriculture. 
The 
address concluded with a summary of 
the policy of the new insular admin­ 
istration.

Terrell and Rica Have a Rather Ani 
mated Dialogue. 
Austin. April 2 —There was a lively 
tilt In the house Monday morning be­ 
tween Judge A. W. Terrell, author of 
the election law. and Representative 
Rice. 
Mr. Rice asked Judge Terrell 
lf when he wrote letters to mothers to 
come to the special session for pur­ 
poses of correcting section 120 he did 
not have in mind that that was the 
sole purpose for which the legislature 
was celled, and that the Injection of 
the blanket primary was not contem­ 
plated. Judge Terrell said that he con­ 
strued 
the governor’s call as broad 
enough to take up the blanket primary 
proposition. 
Mr. Rice then wanted to 
know why Judge Terrell urged the gov­ 
ernor to call a special session to cor­ 
rect section 120, and then he (Terrell) 
voted for the blanket primary amend­ 
ment, and why he did not tell the gov­ 
ernor that he so construed th# call and 
would vote for the blanket primary. 
Judge Terrell replied that it was his 
Intention to only correct the error in 
the election law. but when the blanket 
primary was presented he voted for 
i., and would vote for a blanket pri­ 
mary at any claro that one was stuck 
under his nose. Judge Terrell also an­ 
swered that he did not think it neces­ 
sary to tell the governor bow he stood 
on any proposition. 
The house adopted a resolution au­ 
thorizing the purchase of an oil paint­ 
ing of Governor Hogg, to be hung in 
the supreme court library, together 
with pictures of other former govern­ 
ors. The house election hill came up. 
but as senate bill is now before the 
free conference committee it was laid 
on the table subject to call. 
House mileage and per diem bill was 
taken up in the senate Monday morn­ 
ing. but no action taken. Its consider­ 
ation caused the injection of consid­ 
erable politics into the 
proceedings 
When the bill came up Senator David­ 
son said he had agreed to come here 
and serve, and if the bill Is passed he 
did not want confusion to arise in the 
matter, consequently 
he 
offered an 
amendment 
that 
the 
appropriation 
made in the bill does not apply anw 
will dot become available to his sena­ 
torial district, as he will not accept 
money when he had made an agree­ 
ment not to. 
This amendment was amended so as 
to Include Senators Terrell, Barrett, 
McKamiy, Skinner, Glasscock. Willacy, 
Hawkins and Hanger, as they had 
agreed not to accept compensation. 
Senator Grlnnan then offered a sub­ 
stitute for the above amendments to 
the effect that in the event the house 
blanket primary amendment Is finally 
adopted and becomes a law that the 
senators who favor the blanket pri­ 
mary would not accept any pay for 
the special session. 
Senators Smith, 
Harper and Faulk joined In this sub­ 
stitute. 
Thie caused a lively debate, Senator 
Griggs declaring he would not enter 
Into any such agreement, as he bad 
net agreed to come to the special ses­ 
sion 
without 
compensation, and he 
would stand 
by 
hts 
constitutional 
rights. 
Senator Hawkins declared that such 
agreement would be an Inducement to 
vote a certain way, and therefore con­ 
trary to public policy. 
The committee appointed to Investi­ 
gate certain state officials presented a 
majority and minority report to the 
senate.
